geatloiiion who have spokou ugjiinst 
thotr<>aty aracoucealing llicii- thouglils 
aud cousidur it thoir duty to show 
that tho bahTHCo of tnidu would ho 
agAiusL thid ocjuntry. Wliothor or no) 
thoro miiv bo some wisdom in truat- 
ing the q'uostion in tljiM TTay— for 1 
think tliB less anxicfus we appear for 
' reciprocal rchUions, the nioro likely 
will tljs Unitud States bo to conio 
to taruis autl innkp oonfcssions — I am 
gatislirtd that tho wholo country d<!.s- 
ires closer trade relations with the 
United Siato.i as has just beenreraark- 
olJ br Iho huu. geatlsmaa from Tor- 
p janlioiM'ho spok^e las^ I do n o t p ro pose 
to go into Kgures, or to touch thfi 
(|u«Hli()ji it bears on inaiiiifiicturcs, 
jntorimi navigation, or iho genoral 
trade of tlio eastern scctioji of tho 
country, but I must trny a few woi'dB 
ou th» 8hii)ping industry. I havu 
boBTi surprised to hear the opinions 
advancod by some hon. lufnibers iviLh 
rogaril to slii[is aiidHhi])buildiiig. W- 
thou^li I do not boliovcs in l)iiilding 
ahipH by tho mile and forcing thoni uu 
tho ni.rrkot (such a buaiiiess would not 
pay), L do believe in building ships in 
order, thoroby giving a prolit ou the 
raw material, labour for our niccdian- 
ioH, and a profit on their labour, also a 
profit on tho imported materials.

Interoit th'an the commercial, I ho- 
lioro thfi roicQ of tlio pooplG would l)o 
to sacrifico the Hninller and stinndato 
the larger inHtoroKt. I h(ipo some of 
those clayH to son a modilicd rocipro- 
eal treaty prevail botTroen the United 
gtataB and Oanada, nob only satisfac- 
tory to' British Columbia, but to^ the 
vholQ of the Pominion.

Wo suljmit that the 
free homesteid is not given in charity;

Mr. A. Bobertsbn presented a report 
from the Oommittee on Private Bills. 

Mr. McCreight reported that tbo Stand- 
ing Orders liad .been oomi)lied with in tho 
tufttter of CUo Viotoria Munioipal Bills. 

Vmwt BBASIMOa. 

Mr. A: B. Boberteon asked permission 
to suspend tlie ytiinding Orders to por- 
mit him tn iiibrdilnce it Bill. Granted. 

The Water Wcjrks Aniouiimout Bill was 
then read a iirst time. 

Mr. Todd iulvoiluoed a Bill to amend 
the Qemptorv- Ordinance, 1870. 
|]^.;i>yalkem— A Bill for tUe Qaalifioa- 
'pri and Begistration of Voters. , 
Mr. Bobortsnn — A Bill to consolidate 
the severnl Qrdiiuinoes snd Acts relating 
to the City of Victoria. 

Mr. Hoibrook— A Bill to declare legal 
add valid the title of porsons who have 
ptbroblised certain real estate sold for 
^ tl^es atNew V.'eotmiuster. 

\7O0LiLEN MILL. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson moved that a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor tlie Lieutenant-Governor in Conn- 
oil, praying that ho will take into consi- 
deration the advisability of oflforing a 
premium, with a view of encouraging the 
establislunent of n Woolen Factory in 
this Province, the following suggestion 
in Iconnection therewith being respoct- 
?3 fully submitted: That a Woollen Faoto- 
ry, eligible to receive any premium that 
may be ofTered, should be of a capacity 
; of working not less than from 125 lbs. of 
clean wool per duy of twelve hours into 
blankets, Hannels, and tweed cloths. 

The hou. mover said that there had 
been a great want in this Province for 
many years. 8184,000 worth of woolen 
goods had been imported during the past 
year, and §194,000 worth of wool had 
t30*u exported. This country had been 
kept back by the largo sums of money 
Bont ont for nnicloa that might bo manu- 
faolurcd in thip place. Ho trusted the 
^'-Govejtnment would do all in their power 
<lib:»top j>nG leak at least, whereby money 
''wa3"'sert < u of ihi country. 
Mr. 8initlin seconded. 
The lion. ;Mr. Wnlkem said that the 
Qovernuient would be happy to give the 
recomniendiitiou every consideration. 
The resolution was passed. 

J COBBBSPONDENCB. 

Mr. Robson moved that a respectful 
address be presented to His Honor the 
"Lieutenant-Governor, praying that oo- 
piea of all oorrespondence between Ben- 
jatnin BtoEiai'dson, of the City of Nanai- 
tno, and the Government, roapeotiug a 
certain piece of land situated in Nanainio 
District; and between John Goiunill, of 
the City of Nauaimo, and the Govern- 
" 'inent, respcotiiiif a certain piece of land 
situated iu New Westminster District, 
may be laid before this House. 

Mr. W. A. BobertBon seconded.and the 
resolution was carried.

Mr. Sruithe moved the following ques- 
tion:

Mr. W. A. Eobortson asked the Hon. 
Mr.Wiilkom thii followini^ (jues'ions: 

Is th« promused Iinporiul contribution 
( of if5U,lK}() towards the Graving Dock, in 
the nature of a loan advanced to this Pro- 
▼inoe under "Colonial Docks Act," or 
otherwiso, or is it a bonun or free gift ? 

!• tho promised Cauailiftn advance of a 
•um not exceeding $250,000 towards the 
Graving Dock, to be charged against this 
Province, or is it in the nature of a bo- 
nns? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem referred the bon. 

gentleman to his own and Hon. A. De- 
Cosnios' roportH, and tho Ciiiiaili;in stat- 
ute passed last year, from which it would 
appear thai the .t50,000 from the Cana- 
dian Gtivornuiout was a frsu gift, and no 
stipultttions were madu for ropayiuont. 
No money had been applied to from the 
Imperial" Government under the Colon- 
ial Docks Act. 

1NOTA.K BESBBTBS. 

. 'Mr. A. B. Bobertson asked the hon. 

Mr. Walkem tho f(,llowing question: —

iu British Columbia? If not, wliat has oc- 
osBioued the delay; and what is the state

Mi|r. Walkom replied that the matter 
' waa still under oonsideration. 

w. a. i'IjUmh CO. 

?ilr. llobin.iou iutroducnd a Rill to ex- 
tend the charier of tlio William Crook 
Flume Co. Ho showed that tlio company 
bad expended largo sums of money in 
the oouslcuction of their works, Thay 
had not received in return a tithe of the 
money invested, and tlioy osked for an 
oiten.sioli of the charter for ton years. 
Ha ob.icrvod that tho Flunio was of groat 
pervico and value to tho oluim-ownorrt 
" and that if tho charter were not renewed 
great injury would result. 

Hou. Mr. Walkem faid that he could 
neither support nor oppood the passage of 
the Bill, having an indirect interest in 
tho flunio. Ho would thoroforo noilhor

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that as far

tho hon. Attorney General to state his 
opinion upon a certain point. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom declined to give any 
opinion, but thought tho hon. member 
for Esquimalt would answer if asked. , 

Mr. MoOreight-'B^d that hAjwdecsteo'd' 
the objeotors'were satisfied with cdirtain 
provisions introduced into the Bill. 

Tho Bill was road a socond time and 
committed, Mr. Duokin the Chair. 

The Bill was passed without amend- 
ment or opposition and reported cou- 
pleto. 

CONiSOVaitTED ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Booth moved the second reading 
of this Bill, the provisions of wliich, are: 
The petition may bo presented to the Bs- 
turning Officer; both sides to givo securi- 
ty, and if tho respondent fails to give 
soonrity he shall lose his seat. Tha 
amount of security is also reduced. 

Mr. McCreight said tho provisions of 
Bill seemed likely to complicate the trial 
of election petitions. Our present Act. 
which was a very good one, was a eopy of 
tho English Act, passed in 1868. The 
only objection to that Act was that in its 
application to thib Province the timo (21 
d^ys) in which a petition must bo pro- 
aontod was too short. He opposed tho 
clause that gave the Eetnrning Officer 
power to receive a petition. Somotimoa 
a petition was against misconduct ou tho 
part of the Returning OiBcer. The clause 
that required tha defendant tb give se- 
curity was a retrograde movement. Forty 
years ago when auit was bogus against a 
man the first ctep was to clap him into gaol 
till ho gavo security. This had boon done 
away with and ho looked with great ilis- 
favor upon this proposition. Tho security 
might be reduced from $2,000 to $1,000. 
He ahonld move to extend the timo to -iO 
days and reduce the $2,000 security to 
81,000. 

Mr. Rob.son thcu(,'ht that it was desir- 
able to extend the time and reduce the 
amount of security to $1,000. Beyond 
those two points he saw no necessity for 
legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem ooald not see why 
both sides ahonld not give security. Ho 
bolioTod this principle was under disciis- 
sion in England (laughter). Ho did not 
think, however, that tho Returning Offi- 
cer was a i)roper person to receive the 
petition. 

Mr. A. B. Bobertson was not prepared 
to consent to all the innoTations contain- 
ed in the Bill. He was opposed to the 

Returning OfTieor receiving a petition, 
but thought thot some other officer might 
bo found to raceive the petition. He was 
against the principle of compelling the 
rospondeut to give security. 

The Bill was referred to a Select Com- 
cCiittee. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson said that the pre- 
sent law which extended the killing of 
grouse to the lit of September virtually 
did away with sport, as blue grouse had 
by that date gone to the mountains. This 
Bill proposed to shorten the time when 
grouse might be killed to the 10th Aug 
ust. 

Mr.Smithe opposed the Bill saying they 
were only amnriew?- sportsmen who liked to 
kill young half fledged grouse that could 
not get out of their way. [A laugh.] Tha 

E resent Act had not hada fair trial, and 
s belieTad that if this Bill wag passed 
it would soon lead to the extermination 
of grouse. 

Hon. Attorney Gsnoral laid ho was re- 
minded by .some of the speakers of two 
gentlemen whom he had lately heard of. 
They went out shooting and one of them 
seeing soma birds running along tho 
ground, and following them pretty close 
ly, the othar exolairaed, "What are you 
going to do? You are not going to shoot 
them running ?" "No," replied tho other, 
"I'm going to wait till thoy stop. "[Great 
laughter.] He would support the Bill. 
Mr. "W. A. Bobertson alio supported. 
After a few remarks from Mr. Mc- 
Creight the House went into Committee 
oa the Bill, Mr. Semliu in the Chair. 

Mr. W. A. Bobertson proposed the 
following as clause '^: "That any person 
who shall hunt deer with dogs or train- 
ed hounds shall, on conviction, be fined 
$■20 for tho first offonce and 3100 for tho 
second or any subsequent offence, and 
in default of payment bo imprijouod 

for mouths." 

Tliis gave riao to considerable discus 
iiion, tho raovfli' contending that tho 
hunting of deor by packs of hounds was 
a sport that could only be indulged in by 
a few rich persons, and it was unjust to 
allow them by so doing to drive tho 
deer out of the country and spoil tho 
Bport of their poorer neighbors. 

After a long discussion and much 
laiighter tho olausi was lost. The re 
muining clauses were passed and the 
Committee rose and roported Ihn Bill 
complete. 

INDBPKNnKNCB 01' PAnLIAHBNT. 

On motion of Mr. McCreight tha ro- 
liort on tho Indepond'jnce of Parliament 
Bill was adopted and tho bill read a third 
timo and i)aased. 

JJHANDINO or CATTLE. 

Mr, Semlio said the object of this bill 
was to legalize the registration of eattlo 
marks so that no man should be allowed 
to use any mark already in n»o by any 
other person in his diitrict, and to enact 
that in case of conviction of wilful and 
fi'audulont alteration of brands the penal- 
ty of $250 should he imposed. 
|)The bill passed a second reading and 
tho House went into Committee, Mr. 
Hughes in the Chair. 

Mr. Humphreys offsrod oonsidiirable 
opposition on the ground that tho J.P.'s 
of B. C. in tho districts where ho contem- 
plated ofTonoes might be committfid wnro 
most of them oaltleownors, and ho did 
not think it right that they should bo al- 
lowed to try the oases, especially as tho 
Act provided no niean.s of appeal. 

After gome diseuHsion the Committee 
ro.sQ, reported progress and asked leave 
to sut again. 

Tho House ndjonrned till S o'clock on 
Tuesday. 

HOTiona. 

Mr. Hoibrook— To ask tho hon. Chief 
Commissioner whether tho returns of 
lauds sold and pre-empted in New West- 
minster District asked for by the House 
will be laid on the table before its rising? 

Mr. Bobson — To move that additional 
polling places njay be established iu tlio 
Electoral District of Nanninio, as follows:

TIio iEqninootialS'orricane. 

From every side reports ooutinued to 
come in yeatorduy of damage from the 
hnrricane of Wednesday,. Everyone 
agrees that itwaathe most terriffio ^and 
far-reaching Wow ever felt in this 'Pro- 
vince, although somo Eaglishmon, with 
a pardonable prido of country, claim 
that it was but a zephyr compared to 
tho galas that occu.sioually sweep 
along the west coast of tha "light littlo 
ijle" ovary winter, Mr. Homfray, C. E., 
came in from &oldi(ream yesterday. Ho 
reports the scene in the railway survey- 
ors' camp as one never to bo forgotten. 
The party wore enoampod in a grove of 
of trees 200 feet in height. Tho gale 
struck the camp at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and from that hour till 7 o'clock 
Bedlam seemed to havo been let loose. 
Tho wind shrieked and raved through 
the grove, tearing oiT braoohes, uproot- 
ing trees, destroying tents and breaking 
up the camp, tho men flying into the road 
and fields for safety. It seems almost a 
miracle that no ono was hurt. Along tho 
Saanich rpad tho galo raged with fright- 
ful violence. A two-horso buggy was 
ne.^rly overturned, and tho driver, when 
near Elk Lake, wituossod tho fall of 
six large pines at almost the same 
moment. The air was dark with tree-tops 
twigs and branches, and many narrow 
escapes from tho fall of tree.'! across tho 
read ore recorded. 

In tho suburb-i tho damage was very 
groat. Amongst those who sustained 
damage in fences and orchards were Mr. 
Rhodes, Mr. Dupont, the Work estate, 
Mr. Neabitt and Mr, Stahlsohmidt. Gov- 
ernment Honse lost 'a chimney. In some 
places young froit trees wore stripped of 
thoir branches as clean as if duno with n 
kuifo. In others rows of trees were pros- 
trated like wheat before a. acytha. Mr. 
Burroughs' barns at Twin Oak Farm were 
blown to pieces. Sosnioh road is choked 
with trees. So is Sooke and Metoholln 
road. The steamer Otter towed the dis- 
masted bark Stella and tho distressed 
ship Garza to safe snchorngos in Esqui- 
nislt harbor. Tho two ships in tho outer 
harbor put down two auchora each and 
rode out tho galo in 8Af«tj-. Capt.Christen- 
sen of the schooner Alert, which arrived 
during the gale, says it was tjie hardest 
blow he has ever ezperienoed -on the 
coast. Tbo sunkeu sehooner Industry 
will bo raised in a few days. The cargo of 
coal is Mr. Spratt's. 

BAST COAST. - 

The galo raged with great fury at Na- 
naimo and all along the East Ceast. At 
Cowiohan and Salt vSpriug IiUud thou- 
sands of tress were foiled and tho roads 
are impassablo. At Nanaimo a small 
honse was overturned, but tha occupants 
managed to get out without injury-. It 
was feared that Mr. John Dalton, who 
lives on tha Point, was drowned, as he 
started from the Nanaimo in a small boat 
a few minutes beforo the galo camo on. 
The blow, which commenced here at 15 
minutes to 3 o'clock, and subsided at 5 
o'clock, reached Nanaimo shortly beforo 
i o'clock, and continued till nearly six 
o'clock. If we state its daration as 
two hours, we sballbe aboat correct. 

SHIPriNQ — SAFB— THE MAIL STEAMER. 

With the exception of tho dnmage al- 
ready reported, we hear of no disasters 
to shipping.

New York, March 23.— Capt. Jas. 
Mitchel, son of tho late John Mitchel, 
arrived herd last evening from Ireland.

Augusta, Ga., March '^3. — Tho path 
of tiio recent tornado was from 200 
to 600 yards wide. It was cylindric 
in shape and rotated with fearful velo- 
city from north to south. The front 
cloud was black as iiiglit and half a 
mile higli. Tho roar was illuniinated 
by ft bright light. It tnivoUod nearly 
due east, veering a littlo to tlie nortli. 
After devastating Camack the tornado 
seems to have divided, one portion 
going east by north and crossing Sa- 
vannah river above and bolow Augus- 
ta, both proving equally destructive 
in laying waste and destroying in their 
track. Trees were broken like roedb 
and in some instances, carried three- 
quarters of a mile. Tho tornado was 
preceded by a dull, heavy roaring, as 
of heavy artillery in the distanco. It 
spent its greatest fmy in about throe 
minutes, An eyo-wltnoss says tho 
senses wore utterly deadened and ap- 
palled. There was a crash, a roar and 
a luingliug of a hundred terrific and 
unearthly sounds. There is a groat 
devastated district, embracing eiglit 
counties in Georgia, and two or tliioe 
in Soutli Carolina. Tho dentruction 
of property is iininenso and tiio liHt of 
maimed and wounded appalling. 

Nbw OntHAHs, March 23.— A de»- 
Iruotivo tornado visited Ouchita Val- 
ley Friday last, between Smithland 
and iiay'a Point. Loss of life and 
property is reported to bo v(n'y great.

Aucm.sTA, Ga., .".larch 21.— The tornado 
caused fearful destruction along its track 
laying v/asta houaoa, trees and fences; 

The Baptists 
were holding a meeting at Elam Church , 
near Camack, when the Btorrn demolisli- 
od it, killing throo and wounding twonty- 
liTO. Residenoo.s and outhouses wnro do- 
molishod on many plantatiouH in Warrrn, 
MoDufTiia and Columbia counties, Geor- 
gia.
